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Taxes hiked 20 percent

Didsbury Town Council 
passed the 1993 municipal 
budget at their last meeting 
complete with a 20 percent 
average increase in taxes. 

Home owners will be hit 
with a 5.32 mills increase 
over last year while commer¬ 
cial property owners will pay 
5.27 mills more. For a resi¬ 
dential owner with an aver¬ 
age $50,000 assessment, 
that increase means an extra 
$266 on the tax bill. 

The tax increase reflects a 
23.8 percent increase in the 
municipal operating budget 
over last year and a 6.4 per¬ 
cent increase in requisitions. 

The majority of the in¬ 
crease in town operations, 
68 percent, comes from the 
construction and operation 
of the new indoor swimming 
pool according to Town 
Councillor Gayle Veno. 

"Let's face it, wc didn't have 
that pool around last year, it 
makes up 3.66 mills in this 
budget,’’ she said. 

But the pool is not the only 
increase the town faced when 
creating this year’s budget. 

"We also had an increase 
in the RCMP and ambulance 
service contracts and an in¬ 
crease in the cost of power for 
the street lights,” said Veno, 
who sits on the town finance 
committee. "Those are ex¬ 
pense increases that we had 


no control over.” 

The budget passed by 
council at the last meeting 
reflected a month long cut¬ 
ting process. Veno said the 
budget had been given back 
to the departments twice for 
further cuts before the com¬ 


mittee made their final draft. 

"Every area was cut, we 
made everybody wait on a lot 
of the things they wanted for 
this year," she said. "Then 
when we got it back we did 
even more slashing. We re¬ 
ally hoped to keep it as close 


to (a 5 mill increase) as pos¬ 
sible." 

Expenditures for the 1993 
municipal budget totalled 
$4,163,719 with $707,300 of 
that to be spent this year by 
the recreation facilities and 
programs department. Total 


expenses for the Didsbury 
Aquat ic Cent re are est imat ed 
at $327,628. 

Other large expense items 
include council costs - 
$61,500, administration - 
$287,246, emergency serv-

A twenty percent Increase In 
taxes over last year Is unaccept¬ 
able according to two town resi¬ 
dents who attended the town 
council meeting last Tuesday. 

Don Kolenskl and Gladys 
Rlnghelm both stood up and 
argued against the 20 percent 
hike In taxes before council 
passed the budget and set the 
mill rate by-law at their last 
regular meeting. 

"You can't expect people to 
try and shell out this kind of 
money." said Kolenskl. 'That 
money could be a family's vaca¬ 
tion.” 

Rlnghelm. who Is developing 
a 50 plus housing complex on 
the southwest end of Didsbury, 
felt council should have been 
practising more restraint and 
spending more time trying to 
broaden the tax base Instead of 
Increasing the burden on exist¬ 
ing tax payers. 

“All of the town reserves are 
gone and one of t he reasons why 
Is the purchase of a new road 
grader and other new equip¬ 
ment and the town paying inter¬ 
est on a $400,000 loan for the 
curling rink." she said. 

But council denied that they 
were the sole reason taxes were 
Increasing so dramatically for 
1993. 

This council did not build 
the pool." said Councillor Ed 
Vermunt. "We have only had 6 
months. We are not totally re¬ 
sponsible for what's happening 
here." 

'We are looking at ways to try 
and reduce taxes." said Mayor 
Ray Lea. “You've got to give us a 
chance to try and do our Jobs."

Selection process underway 

Albertans had been holding their breath for quite some 
time now waiting for the provincial elections to be an¬ 
nounced. Now that theyhave.it really doesn't seem like much 
of a surprise. (Now we just have to wait for Brian). 

It's ironic how much attention gets paid to issues the year 
leading up to an election and then how little voters turn up 
at the polls. Almost everyone you talk to has an opinion one 
way or the other on a variety of issues, but voter statistics 
usually don't match the fervour with which these issues are 
generally discussed. 

Have we become a society so disillusioned with our system 
that we believe our votes won't make a difference?

We believe that this legislation 
Is frequently misunderstood and 
far too often falls to protect those 
who are most In need of protec¬ 
tion. As a matter of fact, the 
Alberta Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion's legislative mandate does 
not Include all Albertans. They 
proclaim that. "Alberta Is for all 
Albertans". but their 
undergirding legislation contra¬ 
dicts this. 

It would probably amaze most 
Albertans to know that our eld¬ 
erly pioneers are not Included 
under the legislation of the Al¬ 
berta Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion In the area In which they 
are most vulnerable. When this 
legislation was put Into place In 
1972, age was not Included

Though many Canadians are 
still In hard economic times.

In the past 18 months, sev¬ 
eral vast human tragedies - 
from Bosnia to Somalia — have 
made International headlines. 
Many Canadians wonder 
whether they can really make a 
difference, but they can. One 
example from Bangladesh 
shows how Canadian donors.

can help save lives. 

For several months, research - 
ers have been trying to Identify a 
bacterial disease that has af¬ 
fected some 63.000 people In 
Bangladesh, and killed 1.000. It

Diarrhea 
epidemics occur frequently In 
Bangladesh, one of the poorest 
and most densely populated 
countries In the world. People 
acquire the deadly disease from 
Infected drinking water. Proper 
hygiene and a source of clean 
water can protect them. 

I am glad to report that four 
children In Bangladesh, sup¬ 
ported by World Vision spon 
sors In the vicinity of Dldsbury. 
are still Ing<xx1 health. They are 
among921 Bangladesh children 
sponsored by people across Al¬ 
berta. The disease bypassed 
these children largely because 
sponsorship funds helped ln- 


It. seniors over 65 cannot pur¬ 
chase this additional coverage. 

The bottom line Is. that un¬ 
der no circumstances Is private 
or semi-private room Bhle Cross 
Insurance coverage available to 
a senior Albertan. 

Therefore In this Instance, 
age Is the deciding factor In dis¬ 
criminating against a group of 
Alberta citizens. 

According to a document of 
the Alberta Human Rights Com¬ 
mission: "Discrimination maybe 
defined as being treated differ¬ 
ently because you belong to a 
particular group or class of peo¬ 
ple. rather thanbelngjudged on 
your own merit." 

This Is not the only area In 
which there Is discrimination 
against seniors. As a matter of 
fact as one becomes older, one’s 
rights diminish with age. par¬ 
ticularly when one becomes one 
of the frail, dependent elderly. 


stall sanitary latrines and sink 
an adequate number of hand- 
pump wells to supply clean wa¬ 
ter.

the elderly are the people who 
paid the taxes. Indeed they are 
the ones who built this province 
and deserve our respect and 
protection.

Feeding tips for 
preschoolers 

Laurel, a bubbly 3-year-old. 
becomes cranky, miserable and 
refuses to eat If her meal Is a half 
hour later than usual. Brenda, 
her mother, has learned that 
regular meals and a few min¬ 
utes of quiet time before meals 
encourages I^aurel to eat a 
healthy meal and have a pleas¬ 
ant family time. 

Many parents like Brenda 
have learned, through trial and 
error, to encourage their child 
to eat a healthy diet. About one 
In three preschoolers are de¬ 
fined as a picky eater by their 
parents. While there Is no magic- 
wand to encourage a picky eater 
to eat a healthy meal, parents 
can consider meals, serving 
sizes and the supper atmos¬ 
phere to see If there are things to 
change. 

Regular meal and snack 
times are Important to the 
preschooler because of their 
small stomachs and relatively 
high caloric needs for their size. 
Encouraging your child to read 
abook, listen to soothing music, 
or to color or draw before a meal 
Is another way to relax a child so 
he or she will eat better. 

These Ideas and others are 
Included In "Healthy Eating for 
your Toddler and Preschooler" 
available from your local Mount 
View Health Unit office. Some 
other suggestions are to serve 
smaller portions to your 
preschooler and encourage him 
or her to ask for seconds when 


they are hungry. Many adults 
overlook how little food a 
preschooler c an eat and still be 
a healthy child. When foods are 
colorful and appealing with a 
variety of textures on the plate, 
children are likely to eat more. 
Include chewy, crispy and soft 
foods and colorful vegetables all 
In one meal to entice a healthy 
appetite. 

Think about what it Is like at 
meal time in your family. Are 
there distractions such as peo¬ 
ple coming and going. T.V., loud 
music or telephone Interrup¬ 
tions? Try controlling these as 
much as possible and have soft 
music In the background. 

To encourage your 
preschooler to eat a variety of 
foods, one of the most important 
Influences Is the variety of foods 
you eat as a parent. Food habits 
of brothers and sisters can be a 
smaller Influence. A variety of 
healthy foods eaten by tioth par¬ 
ents will encourage the most 
reluctant preschooler to come 


around eventually. 

Patience Is an Important part 
of eating with a preschooler. 
Table manners and the ability 
to use utensils develops over 
years. I lave a comfortable chair 
for your preschooler so his or 
her feet are supported. Also 
small utensils and small glasses 
will help your preschooler de¬ 
velop skills for handling uten¬ 
sils. Food Jags are a normal part 
of being a preschooler. A few 
days of eating only a few foods 
will not affect your child's health. 
If you are concerned about your 
child's eating habits, contact a 
public health nurse or dietitian. 

Like Brenda, you can learn 
by trial or error or have some 
help from the Information in 
"Healthy Eating for your Tod¬ 
dler or Preschooler". Contact 
your Mount View Health Unit 
office for a copy.

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Town and college compost collaboration underway

The Town of Olds Is serious 
about finding ways to reduce 
the amount ofgarbagethat must 
be trucked to Rocky Mountain 
House. 

"Before the end of the calen¬ 
dar year there will be a bylaw In 
place and grass dippings and 
leaves won't be picked up."says 
Dennis Moritz, manager of envi¬ 
ronmental services for the Town 
of Olds. “We’re trying to ease 
Into It. to have people get used to 
the program. Bowden already 
has a by-law In place." 

Bowden town administrator 
Trent Smith says their yard 
refuse pick-up arrangement Is 
not a formal by-law. “We just 
won't pick It up. We have four 
bins around town. When they 
get full town crews pick it up 
and dump It onto a pile. Eventu¬ 
ally It will break down and be 
reusable.” 

The Town of Bowden also 
hauls refuse to Rocky Mountain 
House via Innlsfall and actively 
encourages all means of reduc¬ 
ing the load. Smith says the 
compost recycling Idea Is a good 
one. 

“It's getting better all the time 
as people get used to It.” 

The Olds Envlro-wagon Is left 
at a different location every day 
of the week to allow all eltlzens 
equally handy access. They re¬ 
quest that leaves and grass clip¬ 
pings only be dumped In the 
bins. Plastic bags and branches 
are not accepted. 


In an effort to reduce the 
amount of refuse that must be 
sort and hauled, the Town of 
Olds and Olds College have 
teamed up to reduce seasonal 
waste. 

The town utilizes a mobile 
‘Envlro-wagon’ to collect grass 
clippings and leaves which are 
hauled to thecollege for process¬ 
ing Into reusable mulch. 

“The town designed the 
Envtro wagon themselves," says 
Olds college waste management 
technician Larry Arvay. “It's one 
way citizens can voluntarily help 
reduce organic matter that 
would otherwiseJust (111 up land 
fills. We compost It and turn It 
back Into black humus.” 

The composting unit was built 
locally by Double T Manufac¬ 
turing Limited In Airdrie and 
Arvay hopes to add more units 
In future. Olds College Is aiming 
at becoming a composting cen¬ 
tre for Alberta, eventually plan¬ 
ning to expand the operation to 
blanket North America. 

"Last year we processed 200 
tonnes [of leaves and grass clip¬ 
pings] and hope to Increase that 
volume this year through In¬ 
creased voluntary co-operation 
with people from the area this 
spring. The weight [of the 
composted matter] stays the 
same. It’s the volume that de¬ 
creases. There’s up to an 80 
percent volume reduction."

Danger below- dial before you dig

na ting numerous telephone calls 
which diminishes the chance 
that one utility might be forgot¬ 
ten. 

"At this time of year when so 
many people are thinking about 
excavating for construction or 
planting trees the danger of hit¬ 
ting underground lines In¬ 
creases.” says Don MacMillan. 
managerofFoolhllls Natural Gas 
Co-op Ltd. "It only makes sense 
to call Alberta 1st Call. It's a 
reliable effective system. When 
you place your call tothem, they 
contact all utilities with lines or 
cables In the ground where you'll 
be working. We In turn go out 
and locate the line. We would 
far rather take the time to locate 
a line than have to repair a line 
that's been cut and there's cer¬ 
tainly a danger In cutting a gas 
line. A call to Alberta 1st call 
eliminates that danger." 

Safety Is the ultimate man¬ 
date agrees Tim Odegard. an 
Olds ACT representative. 

TransAlta lines and AGT 
lines are usually burled In the 
same vicinity.” Odegard points 


their service Interrupted, espe¬ 
cially when It could have been 
prevented with one telephone 
call." 

Glenn Elmer has been with 
Canadian Western Natural Gas 
for 33 years and says the one 
call Idea has a lot of merit. 

“Before we used to respond 
to Individual Inquiries using 
maps, this Is a big Improve¬ 
ment.” Elmer says. Utility com¬ 
panies and pipeline operators 
who are members of Alberta 1st 
Call bear the cost for the pro¬ 
gram. but Elmer says It's well 
worth It. 

"It's become one of our larger 
budget Items, but the cost Is 
completelyjustllled. We feel It’s 
good value for the money. It's 
decreased the cost of repairing 
damaged lines by a long way. All 
calls are recorded so responsi¬ 
bility Is allocated before any dig¬ 
ging Is done. Another benefit Is 
that It allows the different utility 


out. "First and foremost, safety 
Is the priority. A second major 
concern Involves disruption of 
service. Nowadays with the 
world shrinking globally, tel¬ 
ecommunications have become 
a vital service to the community. 
If you don’t call for a line locate 
you might not Just cut your own 
telephone line, you could also 
sever the link to vital disaster 
services such as ambulances or 
hospitals. At the very least a 
disruption Is an Inconvenience. 
It can also Involve a costly repair 
Job." 

Phil Phlllpoff of TransAlta 
echoes those concerns and en¬ 
courages people to make use of 
the service. 

We strongly recommend that 
anyone who Intends to dig give 
Alberta 1st call a call before¬ 
hand. Cutting a high voltage 
line can cause major damage to 
property and serious harm to 
Individuals and no one wants 


companies to co-ordinate time 
and locations to everyone's ad¬ 
vantage. We can meet at the 
same time If required and In 
case of an emergency, such as a 
water line break, communica¬ 
tion Is streamlined. It’s fast and 
It Just makes sense, you know." 

Alberta 1st Call will usually 
advise when extra calls must be 
made such as cable television 
companies. 

Vldcotron Is a 1st Call mem¬ 
ber In Edmonton but not locally, 
according to Bob Campbell, 
Videotron'8 Regional Mainte¬ 
nance Manager. 

“Most of our lines are over 
head, but we do have under¬ 
ground lines to some of the newer 
residential areas. Anyone who 
plans on digging or landscaping 
should call the Olds office at 
556 8700. or Edmonton toll free 
at 1-800-222 6441. We will 
come out and locate our lines 
and there Is no charge for this 
service.” 


When the snow finally disap¬ 
pears and the ground dries up 
many homeowners and 
hobbyists head for the back yard 
with a shovel In their hands. 
Gardeners and handymen (and 
women) take note- Before you 
plant thatcralrapple tree or start 
pounding In posts for a new 
fence remember, peace of mind 
Is one quick phone call away. 

Alberta 1st Call Is a utility/ 
pipeline site location service 
designed to streamline the line 
location process.

reported. Alberta 1st Call re¬ 
quires a lead time of two work¬ 
ing days and contacts all af¬ 
fected utilities to notify them 
that a line locate Is required. 
This service Is provided free of 
charge to the caller. 

Alberta 1st Call takes care of 
contacting all essential utilities 
and many major pipelines ellml-

Carstairs to implement crime watch

Carstairs will follow In the 
footsteps of Dldsbury soon to 
become the second community 
to Implement an urban crime 
watch under the new Commu¬ 
nity Policing Advisory policy. 

In conjunction with the Dlds¬ 
bury RCMP. some dedicated 
volunteers are working hard to 
establish a list of patrollers to 
start crime watch patrols in the 
town of Carstairs. 

"We basically started this 
process a year ago.” said organ¬ 
izer Bonnie Middleton. “But I 
had to go away for awhile. Now 
we are Just getting started up 


again and are holding meetings 
with people to try and get things 
rolling.” 

The structure for the crime 
watch will be similar to Dlds- 
bury’s with patrol cars staffed 
with volunteers out in the early 
morning hours helping extend 
RCMP patrols wit h surveillance. 
Middleton said It Is an Idea who’s 
time has come. 

"We have talked to a few peo¬ 
ple about this and they all feel 
that Carstairs Is a safe place.” 
she said. “Well It Is. but because 
we are becoming more and more 
of a bedroom community and 
people are always going back 
and forth, there Is a potential for 


us to become like Calgary (on a 
per capita basis)." 

"Let's do something before It 
gets out of hand. Let's tell these 
criminals, hey. stay out oryou’re 
going to get caught because we 
have eyes here.” 

An Information meeting held 
last week by organizers was kind 
ofa bust according to Middleton, 
only 4 residents showed up. so 
now they are approaching vol¬ 
unteer recruitment In a differ¬ 
ent way. 

“We are going around to busi¬ 
nesses to talk to them and try to 
get them Involved,” she said. 
"But we want everyone to know 
this isn’t Just a business thing. 


Residents have to get Involved 
too. Those people who work in 
Calgary, their houses are empty 
all day.” 

Middleton said they have 11 
volunteer patrollers signed on 


so far. but the goal Is to recruit 
30 to 40.

Manager Darryl Murphy says 
mowing your lawn doesn’t have 
to be a chore...you Just need the 
right tool to do the Job. 

'The biggest mistake people 
make when they come in our 
shop is buying a power that's 
too underpowered. You have to 
be prepared to spend more 
money to do the Job properly, 
especially If you have a large 
area to mow like on a farm or 
acreage.” 

Murphy, who has helped 
manage the outdoor sporting 
and lawn goods operation for 
five years now. says the busi¬ 
ness of selling mowers has t a ken 
an environmental turn. 


"Mulchers are very popular 
right now with all the interest In 
composting and preserving the 
environment. It's really good for 
your lawn to boot!" 

The only downside to the spe¬ 
cialized mower, according to 
Murphy. Is the need to mow 
more often. Dinger grass makes 
the mulching process less effi¬ 
cient liecause It tends to blan¬ 
ket the lawn rather than sprin¬ 
kle it with fine grass shavings. 

Regardless, top In priority 
amongSundre area residents is 
still rider mowers. 

'They sell by far the best out 
here. People need to be able to 
tackle a larger piece of lawn 
quickly and efficiently. Out In 
the country, cutting your grass 
Is more of a necessity than II 
would lie In town where people 
take the time to carefully mani¬ 
cure lawns to perfection.” 


For these purposes Murphy 
recommends any unit with a 
cast deck rather than one made 
from steel for Improved durabll- 
ity. 

Presently. West Country 
Sports carries three name¬ 
brand varieties of both push 
and rider mowers: Homellle. 


Lawnboy, and Husqvama. "We 
have a good selection now, but 
that’s not to say that we can’t 
order something special In for 
our customers. It only takes 
about two to three davs once we 
place the order which makes It 
really convenient." 

One last word of advice: "If 


you are going to sink $500 into 
a new mower this year, make 
sure It’s got a good warranty and 
the people who sell It to you have 
the facilities to service It at their 
shop.” (Yes. West Country Sports 
provides both warranty, tune- 
up. and blade-sharpening serv¬ 
ices."

Indian women made superb wives for fur traders 


Great families were founded 
on "country marriages' - but 
then came that white 
woman 

Fur trader Alexander I lenry 
had vowed never to sleep with a 
woman out of wedlock. But In 
1801. when he went to his sleep¬ 
ing quarters afler his trading 
post’s New Year’s revels, he 
found there a beautiful, dark¬ 
eyed OJIbwa girl, the daughter 
of a chief. She refused to leave. 
Henry thought she was a "snare 
laid down no doubt by the Devil 
himself." as he later said In his 
Journal. Weakened by the lone¬ 
liness and Isolation of a North¬ 
west winter, he succumbed to 
one of the fur trade’s basic cus¬ 
toms: the taking of a "country 
wife." 

A fur trade marriage was not. 
however, a casual liaison. These 
marriages - "a la facon du pays" 
- (In the manner of the country) 
made the Canadian fur trade 
exceptional In Its interracial 
harmony. Outside the North¬ 
west. contact between European 
men and native women was 
usually Illicit, an unmention¬ 
able Incldentlal to trade or colo¬ 
nization. But In the back coun¬ 
try. liaisons with Indian women 
were central to social life and 
although the unions often lasted 
no longer than the husband's 
posting, many proved as firm 
and enduring as a church wed¬ 
ding. 

For the Europeans, the moti¬ 
vation to take an Indian wife 
went l>eyond .sexual desire, al¬ 
though the traders were cer¬ 
tainly entranced by the lissome, 
dark-eyed natives. The wives 
also proved invaluable outside 
the bedroom, functioning as 
translators, guides, and 
laborers. And the marriages cre¬ 
ated a firm bond with the Indian 
peoples: they facilitated trade. 
The Hudson's Bay Company, 
which originally forbade Its em¬ 
ployees to consort with the Indi¬ 
ans. was actively encouraging 
Interracial marriage by the mld- 
1700’s. 

Marriage to fur traders res¬ 
cued Indian women from the 
difficult toll that was their lot In 
native society. The explorer Al¬ 
exander Mackenzie had been 
shocked to see Indian women 
"subject to every kind of domes¬ 
tic drudgery: they dress the 
leather, make the clothes and 
shoes, weave the nets, collect 
the wood, erect the tents, fetch 
water and perform eveiy culi¬ 
nary service." 


Mixed race chil¬ 
dren were often 
scorned by white 
society, despite tacit 
acknowledgment of 
the marriages. 


Such conditions were In 
marked contrast to those of 
women like Thanadelthur. a 
country wife In early 18th-con 

tury York Factory. Thanadelthur 

was a Chlpewan girl captured 
and enslaved by the Cree. and 


when the governor of York Fac¬ 
tory took her under his wing, 
she delighted In uslnghls power 
to Issue arbltraiy orders and 
punishments to the Cree trap¬ 
pers who had once owned her 
as a chattel. 


However, there were disad¬ 
vantages to this life, the main 
one being Ihe risk of sudden 
abandonment by one’s hus¬ 
band. Mixed-race children were 
often scorned by white society, 
despite tacit acknowledgment 


of the marriages. And as Indian 
dependence on European trade 
goods Increased. Ihe marriage 
custom fell by the wayside, re¬ 
placed by licentiousness and 
prostitution. 

One precedent, however, 
clearly marked this change. 
George Simpson, the Iron-fisted 
Hudson’s Bay Company gover¬ 
nor. had a gfrl provided for him 
In Just about every fur trade 
post. But his 1836 marriage to 
his cousin Frances sent a clear 
signal to fur trade employees: In 
future, only well-bred white 
wives would be accepted In the 
upper echelons of the company. 

The result, wrote H.B.C. em¬ 
ployee James Douglas, was "a 
strange revolution In Ihe man¬ 
ners of the country." He wrote: 


"Indian wives were at one time 
the vogue...The half-breed sup¬ 
planted these, and now we have 
the lovely, tender exotic tom 
from 11s parent bed to pine and 
languish In the desert." A gen¬ 
teel Brltlsh-born wife had be¬ 
come a conspicuous status sym¬ 
bol for an H.B.C. officer, and 
Indian-white relations would 
never be the same. 

This stoiy Is one of hundreds 
appearing In "Alberta In the 
Twentieth Century." the mag¬ 
nificent 11-volumehlstoryofour 
province being produced, one 
volume a year, throughout the 
1990s. You can see and pur¬ 
chase your copy of Volume 1, 
entitled "The Great West Before 
1900," (292 pages with 279 great 
pictures) at your local Alberta 
Treasury Branch.

Housing starts fell 13.6 per¬ 
cent to 145,500 units season¬ 
ally adjusted at an annual rate 
(SAAR) during the first quarter 
of 1993, reported Canada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corporation. 
During the fourth quarter of 
1992. housing starts had 
reached 168.500 units SAAR. 

"Neweonstnietion was pulled 
downdurlngtheJanilary March 
period as a result of exception¬ 
ally harsh winter conditions 
mainly In Atlantic and Central 
Canada. The lower activity also 
reflected the sharp weakening 
of the resale market during the 
closing months of last year and 
the gradual pace of the econo¬ 
my's upturn." said Gllles Proulx. 
Chief Economist as CMHC’s 
Market Analysis Centre. 

Starts fell at a similar rale in 
urban and in rural areas. Within 
urban areas, however, multi¬ 
ple-unit starts showed resilience 
as this type of construction Is 
t>ceomlng more popular espe¬ 
cially in the West. 

Ontario starts fell 18.9 per¬ 
cent to 42.600 units SAAR as 


the decline in most market seg¬ 
ments was compounded by a 
low level of construction started 
under provincial social housing 
programs. 

Alberta starts 
dropped nearly 16 
percent to 19,100 
units SAAR, still a 
strong level after two 
years of almost un¬ 
interrupted growth. 

Starts levels in British Co¬ 
lumbia slipped seven percent 
yel remained strong at 41.300 
units SAAR. The trend In multi¬ 
ple-unit construction was actu¬ 
ally up as scarcity of single lots 
and high prices reduced single- 
detached dwellings activity. 

Activity in Quebec was down 
9.4 percent to 30.000 units 
SAAR. The decline was concen¬ 
trated In the single detached 
segment of the market while 
multiple units edged up mainly 


due to starts of semi-detached 
and row houses. 

Alberta starts dropped nearly

tional trends, starts activity 
jumped in Saskatchewan, by 
64.3 percent to 2.300 units 
SAAR, mainly due to stronger 
niral starts.
